> Schneider recommended that applicants have extensive experience in a higher education environment, both as a teacher and administrator, and hold a doctoratt degree. §©> The 
iational search for PBCC’S FOURTH president is expected to attract over 100 applicants and will probably extend from six months to one year. §& 
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How do you deliver better job oppor¬ 
tunities to the citizens of Florida—and 
do it effectively and efficiently? Governor 
Lawton Chiles took a giant step in 
answering this critical question in 
December 1995 by signing an executive 
order that created the framework for the 
states workforce development initiative, 
and Palm Beach Community College will 
play a key role in the planned effort. 

Recent legislation introduced by the 
governor is aimed at reducing the num¬ 
ber of federally funded programs that 
deal with the development of getting 
individuals ready for the workforce. On 
the county level, PBCC will join with sev¬ 
eral other leading agencies as a major 
partner in this reform initiative. 

The Palm Beach County Regional 
Workforce Development Board, which 
guides the project, is a coalition of rep¬ 
resentatives from business, industry, 
government and public and private 
boards and agencies. Their combined 
efforts will be formed into a comprehen¬ 
sive and efficient delivery system direct¬ 
ed toward the betterment of community 
residents who are in need of employment 
and training. 

The local board will operate under a 
charter approved by the state Jobs and 
Education Partnership Board and will 


address four principal areas for initia¬ 
tives: school to work; one-stop service 
centers; welfare to work; and high 
wage/high skilled jobs. 

The organization is responsible for 
determining the best expenditure of fed¬ 
eral. state and local dollars to provide 
Palm Beach County with a workforce 
that meets the needs of local employers 
and provides them with the resources to 
remain globally competitive. 

According to PBCC Dean of 
Vocational Education Jan Bussell, who 
serves as the College’s primary board 
representative, the 1996-97 year repre¬ 


sents a transition period as proposed 
federal legislation becomes law, and cur¬ 
rent state legislation is approved and 
implemented. Hopefully, the work initia¬ 
tives that contribute to the development 
of an effective workforce will merge into 
a more collaborative process, so that 
duplication of effort is eliminated, and 
services required by individuals and 
employers can be provided in a more 
cost-effective manner. 

Plans call for PBCC to be a primary 
service provider for associate in arts and 
associate in science degrees as well as 
certificate programs. PBCC will also be 


an active participant in one-stop-centers 
where individuals will be able to access 
core services at a single location. When 
these centers are fully operational, each 
College campus will provide access to 
most services such as information about 
child care, food stamps and unemploy¬ 
ment benefits. 

Bussell said there is a tendency to 
associate workforce development with 
past programs such at CETA, Job Corps 
and the Private Industry Council (PIC), 
earlier initiatives directed toward the 
economically disadvantaged. The new 
workforce development system is 
designed to address the needs of 
employers and provide access for every 
individual in search of employment 
opportunities. Furthermore, it aims at 
placing these workers in jobs that are 
high wage and high demand. 

Though the workforce development 
reform is in the initial stages, many good 
things have already resulted from these 
efforts according to Bussell. For exam¬ 
ple. agencies that did not previously 
communicate with one another are now 
working to combine services which more 
effectively serve the needs of the local 
community. 




Erling Elected To FCCAA Hall Of Fame 

Palm Beach Community College Vice President Emeritus of Planning and Information 
Systems Elisabeth W. Erling has been selected for induction into the Florida Community 
College Activities Association (FCCAA) Hall of Fame. Erling was recognized for her out¬ 
standing contributions as a community college educator and administrator-—a career that 
spanned nearly four decades. 

Erling retired from PBCC in June 1995 following 39 years of service. During her tenure 
she was chair of the physical education, health and home economics department, and in 
1964, she was appointed Florida’s first female athletic director. PBCC recognized her 
exemplary achievements by naming the Central Campus gymnasium in her honor — the 
only College gym in the state named after a woman.

Best In Region 

Palm Beach Community College students who sat for the College Level 
Academic Skills Test (CLAST) on February 17 achieved the highest passing rate 
in the South region for first-time examinees with an overall 58 percent. 

In addition to PBCC, the South region is comprised of Broward Community 
College, Florida Atlantic University, Florida International University, Florida 
Keys Community College and Miami-Dade Community College. 

The CLAST consists of four sections. Of the 403 PBCC students who Look the 
test, 86 percent earned a passing grade on the essay subtest; for language 
skills examinees, the passing rate was 85 percent. Additionally, sLudents who 
sat for the reading portion had an 81 percent passing rate, and in mathemat¬ 
ics, the passing rate was 78 percent.
